It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Discussed the problems of claiming genes based solely on a percent homology. 
Applicant's have tried to overcome the prior rejection by amending the claims in such a way that 
associates an activity with the sequence, in essence attempting to claim structure plus function. 
The problem arises that the listed activities in the specification are not ascertainable i.e. 
measurable by reliable methods. Therefore, it is not possible to determine if a sequence with 
85% homology would infringe the instant claim, because the recited activity is not measurable. 
In addition, discussed the possibility of adding the specific mouse sequences, which are present 
in the specification but are not specifically claimed. Applicant is advised that the addition of 
these sequences would require a new search at this point in the prosecution.
